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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -4,6-1 0, 1 2-1 6, 1 8-22, and 24-28 are allowed. The following is 
an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
teach or fairly suggest the claimed invention. 

2. Specifically, no teaching or obvious suggestion was found of the 
limitation "a photocathode having a position so as to receive said 
modulated radiation wherein said photocathode simultaneously produces a 
plurality of electron beams under impact by said modulated radiation as 
result of said modulation of the radiation by the spatial light modulator, said 
modulation of the radiation by the spatial light modulator result in the 
radiation being simultaneously directed in multiple direction the pattern and 
directions of the electron beams emitted by the photocathode" in 
combination with the other recited limitations in claims 1 and 7. 

3. Likewise, no teaching or fair suggestion was found of the limitation " 
directing the modulated radiation onto a photocathode thereby 
simultaneously producing a plurality of electron beams as result of the 
modulation of the radiation by the spatial light modulator controls the 
pattern and directions of the electron beams emitted by the photocathode 
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by simultaneously directing the radiation in multiple directions" in 
combination with the other recited limitations of claims 13 and 19. 

4. Lastly, claims 2-4,6,8-10,12,14-16,18,20-22 and 24-28 are allowed by 
virtue of their dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted 
no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. US Pat No 6,005,247 issued to Baum 
teaches computer-controlled modulation to control a pattern of electron 
beams (see for example col. 6, lines 1 1-49), but fails to teach or fairly 
suggest 'simultaneously directing the radiation in multiple directions.' US 
Pat No 6,448,568 issued to Allen et al; US Pat No 6,724,002 issued to 
Mancos et al; US Pat No 6,429,443 issued to Mancos et al are also 
considered relevant to the claimed invention.
